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RURAL PRODUCTION 


SOUTH AUSTRALTA YEAR ENDED 31ST MARCH 1962 


SCOPE This bulletin summarizes detailed information published in Bulletins 

> No. 20, "Livestock, 31st March 1962", and No. 23 "Cereals, Season 
1961-62", recently issued from this Bureau, and shows in addition 
particulars concerning areas and yields of other crops, rural employment, use of 
artificial fertilizers, machinery on rural holdings, and direct oversea exports of rural 
produce. It also lists some South Australian records associated with rural production. 


AREA AND The total area of holdings increased slightly during 1961-62 to 
UTILIZATION 156,897,000 acres. The area of 10,942,000 acres under cultivation 
OF HOLDINGS (crops, sown pasture, and fallow) was 333,000 acres more than the 


previous highest of 10,609,000 acres in 1960-61. The total area of 
crops decreased from 4,966,000 acres in 1960-61 (the maximum in recent 
years) to 49509,000 acres, the reduction being mainly in the area devoted to growing 
cereals for grain and hay. 


The area sown to cereals for grain increased from 3,009,000 acres in 
1957-58 to 4,083,000 acres in 1960-61 but declined in 1961-62 to 3,856,000 acres. The 
area under wheat for grain increased from 1,331,000 acres in 1957-58 to 2,229,000 acres 
in 1961-62. The greatest area sown to wheat for grain was 4,181,000 acres in 1930-31. 


After increasing fairly steadily for thirty years from less than 
20,000 acres in 1920-21 to 1,066,000 acres in 1950-51 the area sowm to pastures in- 
creased rapidly during the subsequent eleven years to 5,245,000 acres in 1961-62. The 
increase of 646,000 acres in 1961-62 occurred mainly in three Divisions — South Eastern 
235,000 acres, Western 166,000 acres, and Murray Mallee 125,000 acres.

ARTIFICIAL The decrease in area under crop and the increase in the area of sown 
FERTILIZERS pastures in 1961-62 were matched by corresponding changes in areas 
USED fertilized (see Table 4). Of the 195,000 tons of superphosphate used 


on crops 13,000 tons contained trace elements while 26,000 tons with 
trace elements were included in the 197,000 tons used on pastures. There has been very 
little change in recent years in the proportion of area under crop fertilized and in 
the quantity of fertilizer per acre applied to crops and pasture.

The area under vines (bearing and non-bearing) in 1961-62 was 57,836 
acres (53,004 acres bearing and 4,832 acres nonmbearing). Peak area was 62,121 acres 
in 1953-54. The 30,836,000 gallons of wine produced in 1961-62 exceeded by 4,436,000 
gallons the previous scat of 26,400,000 gallons produced in 1957-58. The quantity of 
grapes harvested (the preliminary figure is 215,707 tons) was very close to the record 
harvest of 215,736 tons in 1952-53.

BEEKEEPING The production of honey and beeswax fluctuates considerably from year 


to year, depending upon seasonal conditions. The average yield of 
honey per productive hive in 1961-62 was 136.6 lb. and honey pro- 
duction was the highest since the record of 10,906,000 lb. obtained in 1948-49.
